— as in ithemmig might lye ye, ton to moue hoſtilitie, wherein by Gods goodneſſe and ſpeciall fauour to this 
Keaime, their deſſeignes haue bene hitherto fruſtrate: yet foꝛ a further demonſtration ofthe increaſe 
oftheir rancour,they haue cauſed to be dcuiſcd i in wꝛitings a the ſame haue publiſbed that the Pope, 
e kung ol Spaine, and ſome other Pꝛinces are accozdedto make a great Armie to inuade this 
Realme ol Englande, and other her Maieſties Dominions, and to diſpoſe ofthe Crowne, and of 
the polſcſſions of the Subiectes, and of the Realme at their pleaſure, thereby intending to moue 
the people of the Rcalme to ſome murmuring as they imagine, whereby ſome of their parteners 
might be made bolder to perſiſt in their vnduetifulneſſe,ſome others to be afrayde to continue duc- 
tifull. But her Maieſtie conſidering the goodneſſe of God, howe ſhe and her whole Kealmc haue 
dene p2elerued by his Godly and ſpecial pꝛotection hitherto, and that ſhe hath neuer attempted any 
thing to offende any fozrainc Pzince,but onely fox the defence and pꝛeſeruation of her owne Realme 
and pcople without ſceking to bſurpe vpon any other Pꝛinces poſſeſſion, how ſocuer ſhe hath bene 
PMouoked,and hath had oppoꝛtunitie other wiſe to doe. And therefozc as her Highneſſe doeth moſt 
thankefully acknowledge this pꝛolperit ie, to her ſelfe and her Realme by ſo long a peace, to pꝛoccede 
onely of Gods goodneſſe: ſo neuerthcleſle finding ſuch wickedneſlc of Spirits ready to ſceke to 
dilturbe her peace and people,ſhe knowethit to be alſo conuenient to vſe thoſe meanes which God 
hath giuen to her, and put into her hands by the ſtrength and fidelitie ofhcr ductifull,faithfulland 
loung Subiectes, with which and by whole helpes, by Gods grace,ſhe is and ſhall be able to with⸗ 
tand both by land and by Sca all fozraine power whatſocuer. And to that ende, her Maieſtie hath 
olatecauſed the vninerſall ſtrength of her ſubicctes thzough her whole Realme to be vewed, pꝛe⸗ 
pared,and well araped, and theſame ſhe docth meane to haue ſtill continued in a readineſſe to with⸗ 
4 ande all hoſtile attemptes, as well by Sca as by lande, That as her higneſſe hath neuer giuen 
ug cauſe, why any Ptinces abzoad ſhould, contrary to their Leagues with her, attempt any thing 
NMetudiciall to her Rtalmes oz countryes: ſo pet if any ſhould happen ſo to doe, her Maieſtie dou⸗ 
ltd not, but tough Gods goodneſſe, with the ſtrength which God hath giuen her to withſtande 


| thelame, and to pyeſerue her good Subicctes from all danger. And therefoze her Highneſſe thin ⸗ 


beth it good to admoniſh her good and faithfull people, that they continue in their duetifull and 
bumble ſeruice to lmightie God, and in good readineſſe with their bodyes, Subſtance, and 
frength, to withſtandany enterpyilesthat may be offered to this Realme. And in like loꝛt her Ma⸗ 
ns i nne eee ſonte touched ae 
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the vniuertall quietnes ofthis Realme, that they regard wel 
r behauiour, and not to irritate her highnes by any other Actions oꝛ Deutſes, to vſc the rodde 
oz worde of Juſtice againſt them, from which, of her owne naturall goodnes ſbe hath of long time 
ed, although ſheknoweth that it is her duetit iu time to vſe it, and ſo ſbe meancth to doe.
